Michael J. Lawrence, 15 
years of age, son of Mrs. 

Sherry Webb, 3 West Carter, 
was bittc'.n on tlie thumb by 
a rattlo.snalcc late Thur.s- 
da.v evening. 

Tho young man was bitten 
by a four inch rattlei, one 
of two rattle.snake.s in his 
collection as "pets.” The ac¬ 
cident occured at approxi- 
matel.v 11:45 and he called 
his mother, who was work¬ 
ing at thp time, and she, in 
turn called tiic Sierra .Madre 
Police who immediately 
lusiied tihe boy to tlie Ar¬ 
cadia Mcthodi.st Hosp i t a 1 
where he received initial 
treatment and was then 
transfeired by ambulanoo to 
USC County General Hos¬ 
pital. 

The snake was transported 
to the hospital also, for iden¬ 
tification purpo.ses and to in 
sure the use of the proper 
•serum in treatment. 

According to his mother 
Mike wa.s reioa.sed from the 
County General Hospi t a 1 
Saturday night and will bo 
under the care of a physicial 
for some time. As of Mon- 
tho.se .so honored fingc- was still 

swollen and greenish i n 
color. He is being closely 
watdhed for result.s of the 
bite and for reaction to tho 
anti-venom injoction.s that 
are used in the treatment. 

It i.s noted that this is a’l 
example of what can happen 
in .several homes in Sierra 
Made where the Pacific Rat¬ 
tler ar,d similar other poi- 
imnous .snakes arp kept as 
pet.s by cxillectors who fail 
to realize the full potential 
of the dan.ger Involved. 

Even thC'Ugh thi.s was a 
small snake, its venom is 
none the less just as potent 
as: the lar.ger pit vipers and 
could prove to bo just a.s 
fatal. 

Treatment of the bite from 
a rattlesnake must be start¬ 
ed itnmodiately as the 
venom will be completely 
absorbed into the tis.sue 
within a half an hour, say 
the experts and aftei that 
time the initial treatment of 
cutting the wound and suck¬ 
ing out the blood are no 
longer effective. 

Every minute lost in this 
Initial treatment is an im¬ 
portant factor in the pa¬ 
tient’s treatment and re¬ 
covery. 

Although, there are ac¬ 
tually very few deaths from 
confirmed rattelsnake bites, 
its dangers can not be

The U.S. doesn’t have $40 
milion over and above taxes, 
so this money will have to 
be borrowed at about six per 
cent interest, again increa¬ 
sing taxes and further fan¬ 
ning inflation.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive we^ in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
(dd certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
name given in the articles of incorporation. 

Tlie purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the cemsumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
M/ban be is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “J<du) Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
buginem or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
befenre they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


Ward Approves of 
Free Access To 
Public Records 

Baxter Ward receivt'd' new 
-support today for hi,s pro¬ 
posal to abolish (he county’s 
practice of requiring identi¬ 
fication a.nd a .statement of 
puipose before allowing citi¬ 
zens to insirect public re- 
cotds of political contribu¬ 
tions. 

At a ineoii.ng of the Boar:! 
of Supeivisor.s, Chairm a n 
Peter .Schabarum joined 
Ward in prqpoiSi,n,g that the 
coritribiution list bo made 
freely available to the pub¬ 
lic without the identification 
requirement. Ward, Who 
made a motion to that ef¬ 
fect la.st Thursday, enthus- 
iasica'ly endorsed Schaba- 
rum’s suggestion that the 
contribution records be post¬ 
ed on bulletin boards in tlic 
Registrar of Voters office 
and the cauiiity pres.s room. 

Supervisor James Hayes 
and Supervisor Ken noth 
Hahn also echoed Ward’.s 
criticism of the Registrar’s 
practice of notifying the 
Board chairman of citizen 
lnquirie.s into supcrvi.sorial 
contributions. Hayo.s agreed 
with Ward that such notifi- 
caiion wa.s “objectionable.” 

The Board delayed fi.nal 
action regarding the matter 
for one week to allow for 
further study and delibera¬ 
tion. 

At the conclusion of the 
meeting, Ward expres s e d 
“delight that other mem¬ 
bers of the Board are com¬ 
ing to the realization that 
.S'uch identification and noti¬ 
fication procedures are inap¬ 
propriate impediments to thp 
public right of free inquiry.” 


1. QUESTION; When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971, 


11. QUESTION: What Is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: .Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


2. QUESTION; Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All Individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must tile. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


3. QUESTIQN: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: Qne that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 


4. QUESTIQN: What is the purpose o'f the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to Identify 
the person or persons with whom he is reall'/ dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period If there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTION; Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used In filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma-/ be 
printed on the forms for Identification or Informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 


7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must bo filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion ot 
publication.

Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 


9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

The U.S. District Court i.n 
■Mlanta has ruled that fed¬ 
eral rovenup sharing fund.j 
may he -used to reduce Ineal 
taxes. 

The original bill con¬ 
tained a clause to prohibit 
use of the funds to reduce 
local taxes but that was re¬ 
moved. This has caused re¬ 
peated .storie.s across the .nfi- 
lion to claim federal rove- 
ii'ue sharing cannot reduce 
the local tax burden. 

The Department of Trea¬ 
sury reported on the decision, 
which involved Atlanta 
where funds originally were 
allocated to firemen’s sal¬ 
aries. Then the surplus was 
moved to the v/ater depart 
mont fu.nd'. Thi.s woidd have 
irermittcd the city to give ii 
lebate or refund to watej- 
and sewer aceonnts, Uiereb.x' 
reducing local charges. The 
Atln.nta reding was against 
this procedure hut the judge 
“clearly .stated in his deci- 
.sion that the revenue siinr- 
ing legislation does not poo- 
hibit the u.se of revenue 
sharing funds to effect tax 
relief.” Th(. opinion of the 
judge says ‘‘the Act seims 
clearly to have contemplated 
that the infusion of revenue 
■sharing fund.s into .state anrl 
local governments wou 1 d- 
permit future tax relief to 
hard-pressed taxpayers o f 
Ihnso governments.” 

The opinion, in effect, said 
the money may not go into 
non-priority items.

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or "bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups") can drivd t 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him _ 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel thu 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician's prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses CM 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100,00 per day).

The People Must Know

In the Watergate case much has been made about Nev/s ed 
money contributed through Mexican Banks to the Com jeffcont of 
mittee to re-elect the President. It is contended that this rne,nts “. • 
is “laundered” or “tainted” money with inference that po.ssihilily 
something must be wrong because this money came from government 
those in foreign countries, or from those connected in some nu 
way with foreign operations. 7 

In this connection when Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
governor of New York and a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for President of the United States, ho delivered 
a spei'ch in Havana, Cuba, advocating the abolition of the 
tariff on sugar being shipped into the United States. (I 
was in Cuba and heard the speech.) 

Subsequently, a $50,000 campaign contribution from 
Cuba was given to the Roosevelt campaign, and after the 
election the tariff on Cuban sugar was reduced. 

When John F. Kennedy was a candidate for Presi¬ 
dent, the ruling Somoza family of Nicaragua, through their 
foreign agent in the United States, Frank Barry, contri¬ 
buted $10,000 to the Kennedy campaign. 

After having served a short while in Congress, Frank¬ 
lin D. Roosevelt Jr., got a $60,000 annual fee for being 
a special Counsel to the Dominican Republic. The money 
came from Dictator Trujillo. 

My point is simply this, if campaign contributions 
from foreign countries to candidates for President of the 
United States are wrong, then all of them are wrong and 
all of them should be aired and investigated on an equal 
basis. Some should not be cavalierly disregarded because 
of impatience, frustration, or any catering to political bias 
by any temerarious public emotional mood. 

More Watergate. The dramatic testimony of John Dean 
has put the finger directly on John Erlichman, Robert Hal- 
deman, John Mitchell and President Nixon. The crux of 
the case will hinge on whether or not Dean’s testimony 
will be factually demolished by Erlichman, Haldeman and 
Mitchell. My guess is that Dean’s testimony will be gen¬ 
erally impeached. 

For years I have contended that we have far too 
many lawyers in government, further that far too many 
rules, regulations and laws have been written in language 
invented by lawyers to be used by lawyers for the benefit 
of lawyers. This is one reason the people are disenchanted. 

They simply cannot understand what is, or what is not 
the law these days. God knows they will never learn it in 
the schoool system which is more devoted to courses in 
gym, lunch and sex.
